(2)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions 
(a)  Description  of  the  Area 

The  Borough  of  J arrow  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape  having  its 
northern  boundary  formed  by  the  River  Tyne.  To  the  east  and  west  the 
boundaries  of  the  area  are  contiguous  with  those  of  South  Shields  County 
Borough  and  Hebburn  Urban  District  respectively,  while  the  boundary 
between  J arrow  and  Boldon  Urban  District  is  now  to  the  southern  side  of 
the  Hedworth  Estate. 


Jarrow,  with  its  two  mile  water  front,  forms  part  of  the  Tyneside 
conurbation  and  is  part  of  the  northern  boundary  of  Durham  County;  the 
only  direct  links  with  Northumberland  are  by  means  of  the  pedestrian 
and  vehicular  tunnels  between  Jarrow  and  Howdon. 

The  Newcastle/ South  Shields  railway  line  divides  the  industrial  and 
commercial  district  iorming  the  northern-most  third  of  the  Borough  from 
the  mainly  residential  area  to  the  south.  The  northern  area  is  in  process 
of  extensive  re-development  under  the  provisions  of  the  Comprehensive 
Area  Re-development  Plan  which  also  provides  for  the  construction  of 
new  roads  to  link  up  with  the  Tyne  Tunnel  which  was  opened  by  H.M. 
the  Queen  in  October,  1967. 

The  work  of  slum  clearance  continues  and  a new  Jarrow  is  now 
taking  shape  with  the  construction  of  line  modern  buildings.  More  new 
housing  has  been  constructed  in  the  Hedworth  Estate  adjoining  the 
southern  boundary  of  the  Borough.

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the 
Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases. 


I he  number  ol  inleelious  diseases  notified  during  1969  was  70  com- 
pared with  391  during  the  previous  vear.  The  decrease  was  largely 
ace  unted  for  bv  the  fall  in  Measles,  although  \\  hooping  Cough  notifica- 
t , ns  showed  a ris  . Respiratory  Tuberculosis  also  showed  a slight 
i nrrease. 


Measles 

The  usual  bi-ennial  pattern  was  maintained  and  there  was  a decrease 
in  the  number  of  eases  notified,  there  being  4 cases  compared  with  329 
the  previous  year. 

Measles  vaccination  in  our  schools  continued  and  2,844  children 
were  eligible.  On  investigation,  we  found  that  1,948  of  these  children 
already  had  measles.  Out  of  896  eligible,  we  had  131  consents  and  this 
number  was  due  for  vaccination,  but  when  the  dav  came  for  the  actual 
vaccination,  13  were  absent  and  118  vaccinations  were  actually  given. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  25  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the  year  com- 
pared with  only  4 during  1968.  These  cases  mainly  occurred  during  the 
months  of  October  and  November.  1 must  again  emphasize  the  impor- 
tance of  immunisation  against  the  early  infectious  diseases  of  childhood. 


Dysentery 

There  were  7 cases  of  dvsenterv  reported  during  the  year  compared 
with  only  3 in  1968.  Th  sc  occurred  in  January,  May  and  June. 

Feed  Poisoning 

There  were  no  incidents  of  food  poisoning  reported  during  the  year. 
However,  once  again,  it  must  be  stressed  that  too  much  care  cannot  be 
taken  in  the  handling  of  precooked  foods  and  only  by  constant  vigilance 
can  we  be  sure  of  perfect  cleanliness. 


Jaundice 


There  were  IS  eases  of  Jaundice  reported  during  the  year  compared 
with  24  during  the  previous  \<ar.  I his  is  an  infectious  disease  which  is 
common  among  school  children  and  lor  this  reason  it  has  been  decreed 
i hat  am  cases  discovered  should  be  notified  so  as  to  keep  control  and 
I recent  its  spread  amon^  the  other  students.  The  incidence  over  the 
months  remains  at  a fairly  even  rate. 

Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  2 cases  of  this  disease  reported  during  the  year.  These 
occurred  during  Max  and  August. 

Acute  Encephalitis 

1 am  pleased  to  report  that  there  was  only  1 case  ot  this  disease 
notified  during-  the  vear. 


Poliomyelitis 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  during  the  year.  Even  though 
there  may  have  been  no  known  infection  in  the  community,  there  should 
be  no  doubt  of  the  value  of  immunisation,  and  it  is  regrettable  that 
the  proportion  of  children  thus  protected  was  not  nearly  high  enough.  Of 
•si 4 children  born  in  the  vear,  only  201  were  fully  protected  by  polio 
immunisation  and  of  these,  onlv  four  were  infants  under  one  vear. 

Once  again,  1 would  like  to  say  that  too  many  parents  probably  do 
not  realise  the  threat  tliis  disease  presents,  and  I must  urge,  therefore, 
that  all  children  should  be  immunised.

Tuberculosis 

Phere  were  12  cases  ol  respiratory  tuberculosis  notified  during  the 
year  compared  with  10  during  1968,  and  live  ol  these  were  picked  up  bv 
the  mass  x-rav  unit. 

At  this  point  1 would  like  to  emphasize  the  great  assistance 
provided  by  the  mass  x-ray  unit  which  operates  in  Monklon  Road  every 
1 hursday,  and  figures  relating  are  show  n on  page  29. 

The  total  number  ol  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  on  the  register 
showed  an  increase  from  148  at  the  end  of  1968  to  152  at  the  end  of 
1969.  During  the  year,  one  recovered  case  was  removed  from  the 
register. 

Pile  tact  that  one  case  of  non-respirator\  tuberculosis  was  notified 
during  the  year,  compared  with  four  in  1968,  is  most  satisfactory,  and 
we  must  continue  our  efforts  to  keep  the  community  free  from  the 
chance  of  this  type  of  tuberculosis  occurring.  During  the  year,  one 
recovered  case  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  was  removed  from  the 
register.

1 present  my  third  Annual  Report  covering’  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  during  1969. 

We  began  the  year  with  a full  complement  of  lour  inspectors 
but  Mr.  Atkinson  left  in  January  and  although  the  vacancy  was  adver- 
tised three  times,  the  post  remained  unfilled  during  1969. 

In  November,  1969,  Mr.  Burdon  left  so  that  we  ended  the  year  with 
two  vacancies,  the  staff  on  entering  1970  comprising  Mr.  Graham  and 
myself. 

The  student,  Mr.  Bennett  entered  the  third  year  of  his  four  year 
course  in  September,  1969.  There  is  a vacancy  for  a further  pupil  but 
until  we  have  a staff  of  four  inspectors  we  cannot  consider  whether  to 
engage  a second  pupil  because  of  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  Education  Board. 

The  effect  of  the  staff  shortage  is  reflected  in  the  amount  of  routine 
(but  important)  work  that  has  been  carried  out. 

On  the  clerical  side,  Mrs.  B.  Organ  left  in  November,  1969  and  her 
place  was  taken  bv  Miss  E.  Knowles  on  5th  January,  1970.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

I'lu*  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Company  are  the  sole 


uppliers  ot  water  to  the  Borough  and  the  supply  is  both  adequate  and 


wholesome. 

The  whole  of  the  town's  supply  is  from  the  Company’s  mains  and 
the  small  number  ol  dwellings  which  have  either  a sole  use  or  a shared 
supply  from  yard  standpipes  is  decreasing  quickly  as  a result  of  slum 
clearance. 

102  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  by  the  Company  during 
the  year  from  consumers'  taps  and  all  were  found  Iree  from  non  f.ecal 
and  fa'cal  organisms. 

10  samples  were  taken  bv  the  Department  during  the  year  and  found 
tre  ol  coliform  bacilli.  One  sample  had  one  coliform  b.  in  100  ml. 

A sample  taken  from  55  Franklin  Street  was  submitted  on  1st  April 
lor  chemical  analysis  and  the  Public  Analyst’s  report  was  as  follows  : —

A su  \ ■ y of  dwellings  in  the  Hul worth  district  was  carried  out  with 
a \'iew  to  making  a Sm  ke  Control  Order  but  two  factors  prevented 
lurther  action.  A previous  survey  in  the  Council’s  No.  1 Smoke  Control 
Area  had  shown  a great  dependence  on  (.iloco  and  the  Council  decided  to 
deal  wi.h  this  problem  by  replacing  the  existing  (iloco  burning  open 
tires  with  Sunbrite  burning  room  heaters. 

I he  opportunity  was  taken  in  replacing  the  open  fires  in  the  No.  1 
Smoke  Control  Area  to  offer  full  central  heating  to  tenants  who  wished 
to  have  it  and  .he  Hedworth  project  had  to  be  set  aside  owing  to  the 
otlur  Actor  whi.  h alfects  all  our  activities — staff  shortage. 

1 he  replacement  ol  the  open  fires  was  under  wav  by  December 
1969  and  the  only  problem  lei t at  the  end  of  the  year  was  that  some 
tenants  did  not  want  any  change  at  all.  With  (iloco  going  off  the 
market  this  will  need  attention  as  the  use  of  reactive  fuels  (other  than 
til  co)  suitable  lor  open  fires  is  hampered  in  this  district  bv  both  short- 
age oi  supply  and  relatively  high  cost  when  available. 
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Industrial  Air  Pollution 

I'he  management  of  the  local  st t-el  foundry,  which  was  mentioned  in 
last  year’s  report,  called  in  the  original  suppliers  of  the  fume  arresting' 
equipment  but  no  satisfactory  outcome  was  achieved  during  19(S9. 

The  acrylate  smell  from  a factors  (also  mentioned  in  last  year's 
report),  although  apparently  less  than  what  it  was  some  years  ago  when 
the  plant  came  into  operation,  continues  to  cause  difficulty  when  the  wind 
and  other  atmospheric  conditions  are  adverse.

1'hose  premises  which  our  records  show  have  been  longest  since  a 
general  inspection  are  given  priority  and  general  inspections  are  also 
made  on  receipt  of  O.S.R.I.  forms. 

A verbal  warning  or  letter  couched  in  terms  appropriate  to  the  con- 
ditions are  issued  and  1 olio  wed  up  as  necessary.  There  is  a continuous 
need  to  assess  the  proportion  of  time  to  give  to  securing  the  remedying 
of  defects  lound  and  pressing  on  with  further  general  inspections. 

During  the  year  inlormations  were  laid  resulting  in  convictions  on 
three  charges  under  the  Act.
